Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a beverage apparatus. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to a method of making a beverage. 

The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Evidence of lack of 
unity between the two groups is found in US Patent 6,748,850 wherein it is found to 
disclose the features of the instant claims. As such, the special technical features of the 
claimed invention are not found to define a contribution over the prior art, and no single 
general inventive concept exists. Therefore, restriction is appropriate. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Oliff on July 25, 2008 a provisional 

election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-9. 

Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
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Claim 10 stands withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claims 1 , for example, there is no antecedent 
basis for "the wall" (lines 10-1 1 ), "said scatter conducting hot water" (line 9-9), etc. Also, 
it is not clear what is meant by such recitations as "hot water pour-out" (claim 1 , line 1 ), 
"a scatter held" (claim 1 , line 8), etc. Clarification is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
either one of WO 01 /1 5582 or WO 97/43937. The structural features of the instantly 
rejected claims are structurally met by either one of the references. While features of 
an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an 
apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than 
function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. 
Cir. 1997) see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 228-29 
(CCPA 1971); In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). 
"Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. 
v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 
A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex 
parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987).

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents are cited for further teachings of devices whose 
structure is similar to that instantly disclosed.
